Public 
improvements totalling 
close to $100,000

be awarded 
Thursday 
by the 
county commis­ 
sioners. 
The improvements include 
three roads 
and 
one bridge. 
The 
total estim ate of these improvements 
is placed 
at $00,149.20, but 
the 
contract price is not expected to be 
this great as all of the estim ates for 
the work are considered high. 
It promises to be a busy day for 
the comm issioners. 
A large lum ber 
o f prospective 
bidders 
have exam ­ 
ined the plans 
and 
specifications 
with the view 
of 
submitting bids. 
The three roads include two perm­ 
anent highways and one rock road. 
The two permanent highways 
are 
First street, known officially as 
the 
John Kelly, Jr., et al road and Elev­ 
enth street, known in commissioner’s 
court as the Frank Green, et al high­ 
way. 
These two roads will be 
let 
under the three mile road law. 
It is 
proposed to build 
Eleventh 
street 
with 
concrete, 
its entire 
length, 
starting at the intersection of North 
Main street 
and extending to 
the 
Thomas Humes corner, 
three-quar­ 
ters of a mile, northeast of the 
city 
on the Fort W ayne 
road. 
The es­ 
tim ated cost of this improvement, 
according to the report of the view­ 
ers is $37,541.20. 


The improvement in which the city 
has shown the 
greatest 
interest is 
the Kelly highway 
or First street. 
The estimated cost of this improve­ 
ment 
is $27,285, 
which 
includes 
brick pavement to the 
city 
limits, 
then rocmac 
pavement 
to 
Hodges 
branch where the road ends and also 
culverts, bridges and grading. 
Both 
Eleventh street and First street will 
be paid for by the tax-payers of the 
entire town-hip. This is the improve­ 
ment that was taken qp by the com­ 
m issioners after the city had started 
the work of its own accord. 


The third road that is advertised 
is the Brown highway in Anderson 
township. 
This is to be a stone road 
qnd the estimated cost is placed at 
$15,322. 
It is expected that bids 
will be received and contracts made 
on all three of these highways. P ar­ 
ties interested are anxious that the 
two streets here in the city be rush­ 
ed to completion as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
With the 
estim ates 
placed 
plenty high the bids are expected to 
be low enough to permit a contract 
to be awarded in all of these roads. 
The bridge contract to be awarded 
is for the construction of a bridge 
over what ik commonly called Nor­ 
ris’ foid , northeast of the city. 
The 
cost of this improvement is placed 
at $10,000. 
The ford is considered 
a dangerous one and there never has 
been a bridge across the river at this

The two permanent highways are 


First street, known officially as 
the

court as the Frank Green, et al 'high- 
way. 
These two roads will be let 


under the three mile road law. It is 
proposed to build 
Eleventh street 


with 
concrete, 
its entire 
length, 


starting at the intersection of North 
Main street 
and extending to the 


Thomas Humes corner, 
three-quar- 


ters of a mile, northeast of the city 
on the Fort Wayne road. The es- 
timated cost. of this improvement, 
according to the report of the view- 
ers is $37,541.20. 
' 


The improvement in which the city- 


has shown the greatest 
interest is 


the Kelly highway or First street. 
The estimated cost of this improve- 
ment is $27.285, which 
includes 


brick pavement to the city limits, 
then rocniae pavement to Hodges 
branch where the road ends and also 
culverts, bridges and grading. Both 
Eleventh street and First street will 
be paid for by the tax-payers of the 
entire township. This is the improve- 
ment that was taken up by the com- 
missioners after the city^had started 
the work of its own accord.
